that, the village paper had been [jvfoppeil for 
want of pay, and the jieople would uott-ubscribt; 
tor city papers, whoso terms were "invariably 
cash in iidvanee." 


When one of the " solid men'' of this village 


had been over to the county town to attend 
court or sell his wheat, on his'return the village. 
was generally thrown into coiimmlioii by a ru- 
mor of war impending on the frontier.'or be- 
tween the United States and England, until 
somebody paying a visit to the village would 
disabuse the good people of the error that had 
been imposed on them, am! uot untVeijiiently 
laugli at them for their credulity. Their only 
excuse was that their paper had Hopped, and 
this excuse the better portion were ashamed tu 
give. 


Frequently, when some of the men ol'the 


village passed by the editor's homestead, and 
saw him leaning over the fruee, watching the 
growth of his corn and potatoes, they would ask 
in tones almost indignant, wiien he 'intended to 
start the paper again. 


His only reply was "when the old subscribers 
pay up." 


The Old subscribers were rather stuffy about 


frhe mutter, as a venerable ilame expressed it 
They thought it hard to be obliged to pay for a 
paper which they bad only eubscrilji d 'for at 
tirst to give the enterprise a start—only to eii- 
courtigB the editor and publisher, and so they 
resolved to endure the privaUon as long as pos- 
sible. 


Matters were, however, brought to a crisis 


by the following circumstimre. The deacon of 
thu village church (which, by the way, WHS not 
so well attended as it was before the paper 
was discontinued) came home one day from tho 
county town, a place of considerable size, ami 
announced that Thanksgiving wus to be on 
Thursday of tlie next week. The fur merit killed 
all their fat poultry on the 'lirst of the next 
week, and sturted off to market, while their 
good wives rolled np their sleeves and went to 
making mince-pies. The young men bought 
dancing pumps and engaged a tiddler, aud tho 
girls sat up o' nights making dresses for th» 
Thanksgiving ball. 


Great was tho surprise and chagrin of the 


whole villttgc to leani, on the return of tho 
farmers from market, that thu deacon hud been 
grossly humbugged, and thai the Thanksgiving 
festival would not come oil' for another week. 
They hail been compelled to sell their poultry 
at a great sacrifice, and would be obliged to 
wear their old Sunday coats) another year in 
consequence.

The women, of the village net up a great 


clamor, and at length their husbands, ashamed 
of their conduct, called u piiblie meeting, and 
voted to invite the editor u> "lay down tho 
shovel und the hoe," and resume the publica- 
tion of his pttper. They paid 11)1 their arreara- 
ges and for tho next year in advance, and many 
who had depended on their neighbors for theiV 
reading, subscribed for themselves, BO the edi- 
tor's list of subscribers was increuHed, and nil 
became in reality patrons of his sheet. Tho 
people of the village are Itnppy once more, and 
each Thanksgiving' festival reminds them to re- 
new their .jidvauce payment* for their village 
paper.—Boston Herald.

There are many things in the President's 


Message against which we have nothing to say; 
but that he should recommend to Congress are- 
muneration of some two or three piratical Span- 
ish subjects for the loss of the schooner L'Am- 
iftt&d and about fifty negroes ou board, after 
rCongress had long ago rejected their claim, and 
the hupreine Court of the United States had 
decided that the negroes upon landing on Con- 
necticut soil were "free men," eicited no email 
surprise. In June, 1839, the schr. L'Amiatad, 
the property of Spanish subjects, wa* cleared 
out Irom the port of Havana. On her voyage 
to the portof her destination, the heroic Ciuque 
and the other fifty negroes rose, killed the cap- 
tain, and took possession; and in August, 1839, 
she was brought into the District of Connecti- 
cut, libelled for salvage, &-e., and the negroes 
set free; and after receiving gome rudimental 
instruction they were returned to Africa, and 
arrived at Sierra Leone in January, 1842. In 
1843 John Tyler sent a message to the House of 
Representatives, stating that the Spanish Min- 
ister was dissatisfied with the decision of the 
Supreme Court, and recommended an allow- 
ance for salvage for "cargo." In April, 1844, a 
committee of the House reported a bill "to in- 
demnify the owners of the schooner," appro- 
priating $70,000 nominally for the owners of the

After the mantle of oblivion had been eaat 


over this groundless claim, fourteeji years old, 
it again rears its hydra head. To allow it would 
give sanction to crime and the slave trade, tho 
penalty of which by our statute is death. It would 
be a stain upon the escutcheon of our national 
character which the waters of the ocean could 
not wash out. The two Spanish slave traders 
may deserve a halter, but no remuneration.— 
The President has perhaps overlooked the his- 
tory of the claim, or else been deceived. 


Who does not remember the plaudits of the 


united North to tbe heroism of Cinque, (the pic- 
ture of whose'noble head is still preserved among 
us,) for rescuing hia countrymen from slavery ? 
When he took the command his only guide was 
the north star, which he supposed s'tood some- 
where over a land of freedom. Nature seemed 
to inspire him with the truth of the poet's senti- 
ment—when he tacked about the vessel— 


'' Stnr of the North, we look to thee 
While on »-e press : for well wnfcnow 
Thy light and truth shall set u» free."

Improvement in Mtcnm Propeller*. 


We extract the following from the Boston 


Daily Chronicle. The propeller spoken of is a 
new invention, lately brought out in Europe 
•nd from present performance is likely to 
percede all others: 


The English war screw steamer Argo, who 


recent arrival at Plymouth, from Melbourne by 
way of Cape Horn, has been mentioned, made 
both the homeward nnd outward passage in six- 
ty-four days for each. She accordingly com- 
pleted the circumnavigation of the globe in tho 
short space of 128 days, or a little more than 
four months. It is stated that ehe was actual- 
ly under steam and canvass only 121 days 
Tin- 


period which elapsed, from her departure froni 
Southampton to the date of her arrival at the 
same port, was five months and 19 davK, of 
which period, six weeks were spent in Austra- 
lia, and three days elapsed from her reaching 
Plymouth to her arrival lit Southampton. 


She uses steam power as an auxiliary only, 


and relies on her sails exclusively, except when 
the winds are light or adverse. The total dis- 
tance run, out and home, wag 27,900 miles: giv- 
ing an average per day of nearly 281 miles," or 
slightly over 9i miles per hour. In the annals 
ot steam navigation no such gatiefactorr result 
hag hitherto been presented. The consumption 
ot coals during the whole passage has there- 
fore only amounted to 8,105 tons, of which S4f> 
tons were expended outward, and 1,'>GO tons 
homeward, giving an average of rather more 
than 17 tons per diem. With fair winds and all 
canvnse set, she made .13 and M knots an hour 
tor days together, and close-hauled, 11 to 3:3 
knots, in both cnscs with tho screw feathered. 


The uew propeller Victoria, built on the same 


principle, made the trip front Liverpool to Mel- 
bourne in 59 days and 2M houra—a still greater 
teat.

COMMUTATION OP PATRICK MCDONALD'S 


SENTENCE.—Sherift' Page received a commu- 
nication from Gov. Farwell this forenoon, con- 
taining a commutation of the sentence of death 
against Patrick McDonald, to impriBorirnent for 
his " natural life" in the Waupun Penitentiary. 
He will be accordingly removed to Waupun 
forthwith. 


McDonald has been in jail jn this city over 


two yearn—having been arrested on a charge of 
murdering John Gtillen, in June, 1851. 
He 


was tried for that crime—together with James 
Connaughty, who was convicted and sentenced 
to be hung, but had a new trial granted him on 
the ground of some informality in the proceed- 
ings, which trial, however, has not yet taken 
place—in tho mouth of May, 1852, found guil- 
ty, and Htinteuced to be hung until he was 
" dead, dead," on the 8th of November follow- 
ing. The day before the execution was to have 
taken place, a message wan received from the 
Governor, to the effect that he had granted him 


a. respite, and tho execution might be stayed 
until further orders; and since then, until to- 
day, the Governor had given JLO directions con- 
cerning the disposition to be made of the con- 
demned'criminal. 
We feel sure that everybody 


will consider the commutation a humane arid 
Christian act.
